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ACADEMIC STANDING 

AND ATHLETICS 

Tradition is. briefly dclintNi a.s an unwritten memorial, anU there 
are entwined' arouml every university and institution traditions which 
are either inspiring or deterioratinR. The name of an individual 
carved in a dilapidated de.sk does not educationally immortalize the 
B'eÏFer who sat there, but immortality in the real sense conaiétï^in the 
cngi^ving of one's name on the traditional roll of the university. 
The names of V'illiam Osier, Wilfrid Laurier and others can never be 
erased from the educational traditions of McGiil. These have helped 
to make our halls of learning world wide, for a university is great in 
;bs much as its graduates are great. 

A study of the traditional aspects of athletics in Canadian uni- 
versities is unique and invigorating. The men, from the various 
' cenlres of choice, battle courageously and unselfishly for collegiate 
honor.<;. Nobody could look, for instance at the matches played be- 
tween 'Varsity and McGill, without feeling proud of the physical man- 
-hood of Canada. But what of the academic standing of these men 
who fight for the titular laurl.■I^? The authorities tell us thnt. at 
least, three fifths of the men who play on the teams, such as rugby, 
which requifies extra hours on the gridiron, have to repeat their years. 
To a close observer this is alarming and presents an enigma which 
requires the best thinkinK of the educational leaders around us. 
Something needs to be rectified, but education must first begin with 
the individual, whereas athletics hold a prominent place in the lives 
of university enthusiasts, yet it should only be accorded its legitimate 
position, as a minor, and not as a major part of their college careers. 
À very small percentage of all the amaiteur collegiate athletes are 
aiming to become professionals. 

Having considered these matters is it possible that two or three 
years of a young man's life can be sacrificed to sports alone? Is it 
fair to the individual himself, who can become a star on his team, to 
neglect his studies and "fail down" in the work which he has chosen 
as his life's profession? Again is there a fairness to the university 
vito mothers these men, and to the parents who are bearing the fin- 
ancial responsibilities? 

In many of the American universities a remedy is provided for 
thî» malady, inasmuch as no athlete is permitted to hold his place on 
a torn unless he makes good his academic standing. This profitable 
rule ought to apply beneficially to every Canadian university. It is 
not* matter of having such a technieal rule, worded in sublime piirase- 
ology, on the secretary of the student council's book, biiT of having 
it made a tradition of the university. 

Hawthorne claims that it takes a century to make a tradition 
a prediction need not apply in this case. Every man who is 
physically fit should take part in the sports of his university, and, 
conscious that his taking part in sports depends on his academic stand 
ing, he will certainly bear the test. 

It is the call to sacrifice which has always stirred the hearts of 
the world. Garibaldi's call to the people of Italy spurred that nation 
to victory. Nelson's signal to victory will always be revered as long 
as we speak the tongue which Shakespeare spoke. • The university 
Athletes of Canada would unmistakably find themselves on the roll of 
honor if the test of academic standing were to become a tradition of 
every educational centre in the land.

The question of paramount iii- 
portance before the'' Undergraduate 
Body at the present time is tbat of the 
proposed montbly publication. lu 
view of the unprofitable debate ( n 
Wednesday. I believe that an attempt 
to define the issuoa would not bf 
without value. 

Judging from the atAlude of the 
meeting, McGill wanU to have a 
montbly. Tho nature of the paper, 
and the machinery for its publication, 
have yol lo bu determined. 

Tlip first point to be eeltled (for 
u|ion it does the whole policy depend) 
if. should, the Sln^nts' Council un- 
dertake the administration of this 
Journal in a manner similar to^that of 
the "Daily '.' " I liclievp ihat It should 
not, for the rollowing reasuuH :- 

(1) The Student Body would have to 
assume responsibility for the prohb- 
blc financial loss. 

(2) The Council would find it diffi- 
cull lo secure suitable cdltorp willing; 
to work undnr the rondltlons Imposed. 
Such editors would not have as groat 
an incentive to work as they would 
in u private endeavour where succès.^ 
or failure would reflect Immediately 
upon tlip persons responsible and 
upon their iifnUct?. 

(3) Kven it suitable editors should 
he secured, II is doubtful if they could 
find contributors willing to wrlt-i 
under the Council's aegis. 

(4) The sale would be visibly 
.iffeetcd by the fact that it was an 
official organ. N'o one reads Hansard 
for pleasure, while the Broadside, ad - 
vocating far less radical criticisms 
than most of thoso brought up in 
I'arllanieni, was read with avidity bj 
all thuHO who could lay handp on 
copie». 

(5) ThUe Council would have still 
another reBpon.ilblllly added to th"li 
already heavy load, namely, that f.ii 
the success or failure of tho wbolc 
endeavour. 

Thpsp are only some of the more 
practical objection» lo admlnistratii.n 
by the Council, and' entirely a.sldf 
from the very real nocesKlty for ni 
organ of more independent viewpoint 
than the " Dally." 

Should, however, the meeting deeidi 
tbat the Council can and should 
manage the monthly, we need go no

After the reading of papers by 
Moisra. P. H. Addy and 8. D. Pierce, 
dealing with tho iron and stocl In- 
dustry In Canada. Ur. Ilomincoii 
Hpoki> a few woriln to tho ravmborp. 
Ho expressed hid surprise and grati- 
fication at the. large number who 
were on hand, and dealt rcmlniscentty 
of the former days of the club, when 
inHtead of the <'offo<' now so n.'iior- 
ouflly provided, the student econ- 
omists were furnished with apple 
cider. 

In bis opinion, the subject of th> 
Iron and uteel Inclustry tn Canada wa.-i 
not entirely uiioonirovorslal Ho in- 
stRnccd the iiiio.siion of the advlr- 
ahllity of a tariff a.s contrasted to a 
bounty upon Iron ore. Dr. Hemmeon 
said that a tariff restricted the im- 
portation of raw materials, whereas 
a bounty was always opposed to popu- 
lar sentiment.

It Is only In comparatively recent 
years that the Iron and .stool indus! rj 
has assumed an important plat-, 
anions Canadian nianufnotnrcs. Ho- 
fore Hie l'uth century advauccmoni 
was slow and very little progress wtis 
made. Although attempts at amelt- 
Ing were made ae early as 1730 In the 
Province of Quebec a combination of 
clreiimstaocea prevented development 
in the 18th century and only partial 
HuccesK waa met with during the lat- 
ter part of the 19th. Tho more ftm- 
damental conditions hindering succeps 
In the early j'ears were the unsuit- 
able character of tho ores, the diffi- 
culty of obtaining fuel and lubor und 
the lack of technical experience and 
capital. 'ITie nature of the mayUet 
was also an important factor. Tho 
early iron manufacturers were cut o<'r 
from Great Britain by a long haul and 
eipeniilve transportation by nou. Tlic 
Cnited States market wu.s usu.tlly 
barred by a high protective tariff. 

A brief outline of the Canodian 
tariff policy prior to the 20th century 
will give an idea of the relations with 
the government. Until ISIfi tl.c 
Uritisb eovernnient gave tho colonial 
pruducta preferential treatment and 
had the privilege of fixing the tariff 
on goods entering the colonies from 
foreign nations. These "Imperial 
Dulles," as they wore callod. were 
often very hi>?h and Drltish manufair- 
turerB tsuppllcd tUo creator pan of 
(he Canadian demand. Very little 
Iron was prodticed in Canada before 
184(!, and at the same time Imports 
from the U.S. were negligible. 

In 184" Canada waH nivon eontrcl 
over her own tariff policy and new 
cuBtoniK tariff actn were Ininiediately 
parsed by the Canadian und by Iho 
Maritime Provinces. By the neclpro- 
clty Treaty of 18C4 with the U.8„ ores 
nf all metals. Including iron, were ad- 
mitted from and exported to tlte 
Stales free of duty. 

From ISCfi to 1879, however, the 
iron and steel Industry did not niaku 
any great advances. The tariff w.is 
never high enough to give muc i 
stimulus to manufactutintr. 

At this tirao Ontario had no pin-iroT 
producing plants and no very impôt t- 
ant rolling mills. Quebec bad a few 
fairly large rolling mills and three 
bmall blast furnaces. The only im- 
lK)rtant plant Iq Canada was that of 
the Steel Co. of Canada at Ix)ndon- 
derry, Nova Scotia. 

In 1879 a national policy of protec- 
tion was adopted. Froih then until 
1887 the average rate of duty wa; 
20.78 per cent. This gave a certain 
amount of protection— In some induR- 
trles more than In others. Durin? 
thlR period there was no general 
tariff revision. 

In 1887 Nova Scotia talked of se- 
cession unless her Industrie.} were as 
favorably treated as those cf the 
other provinces. Consequciiiv niuuh 
higher protective duties were intro- 
duced in favor of iron aii.l steel. 

In 1893 tariff duties were widely 



nnd Inequalltbs in the customs tariff Î 
led to much criticism and opposition. 
When the Conservative party lo?t 

ipimer in 189C. Canada ontorol on a 
11' \v period of commercial and eevn- 
omio liistory. and it is f; ilii> 
period that the modern di-v 'lojicieiil 
of the iron and steel Industry rcsUy 
begins. 

The new Liberal Government. In 
1897 brought in a general redi.i-tlo.i 
of the dutioH on iron and slo.1, and to 
ii piaco tho protoctton th.is ink .i 
from the Industry, a system oi 
bounties was brought In. By the- 
Bounty Act of 1807 bounties were 
paid on Iron a fid steel nianufacturc ' 
in Canada between April 2". lS!i:. 
and April Itii>l''. Hesldej cxlend- 
iiiK the payment of bounties for a 
period of five years, advancing the 
rate of bounty, and extending the 
system to steel as well as iron, the 
seoi)o of the bour.iy «ysiem was ron- 
slderably enlarncd by the Iiiclu.slon of 
iron and nterl produced In Canada 
from for.-^ign ore. 

In 1899 the Bounty Act was amend- 
ed by adding to the Act of 1807 a 
provision that the bounties should 1« 
continued from IMnL' to l!t07 o)i a 
decroaHlng scalo, The object of tins 
extension was to give tho Industry a 
reasonable measure of encouragement 
especially as consldera<blo develop- 
ment was expecteà'as a result of the 
l)i)Muiy law. It was at this time that 
the Dominion Iron and Steel Co. was 
formed, and the Government wished 
to assure them of à bounty for at lea.st 
five years after the first blast furnace 
at Sydney could be put on the bountv 
llFt at Ottawa. While this Act was 
thro" year.s before iIk.- e.vpiration ol 
the Act of 18!>T. it was an advantage 
that the bounties were assured foi 
eight years — the longest period for 
wlileli bounties had ever Iwen provid- 
I'll ill advance. 

The ne.\t important revision came 
in 1906. Por several years tho (lov- 
ernmcnl had beeii pressed to reviHc 
the tariff, but It had hesitated in 
favor of tariff stability. In )!•().'> 
a tariff commission was appointeii, 
and nuM-tliiR.s at which the iron ami 
steel Interests adequately prescnteil 
their case, wcro held throughout Hi- 
country. The new tariff, presented 
in lyOG, included a good nian.\ 
changes in tho iron and sloel sclied- 
nle. Altogether, about 120 IteniH 
were included. Not all these were 
changed and many lihai^gcs were un- 
important, since the demand for 
Kocids wa.s very small. An a coii- 
ces.iioii to the western farmers, ther? 
wore slight decrenFos of about 2 1-2 
per cent, on some. 30 classes of agri- 
ç.yltural Implements. Drawbacks or 
95 to 99 per cent, were given on cer- 
tain kinds of Iron and stool import.!!! 
and used in the manufaeture of cer- 
' In articles exported from Canada. 
The bounties on Angles, plates and 
Hiructural sections were ftbollehed aim 
IniportK of those articles were subject 
to a duly of .$7 iwr ton in placo of ;i 
duly of \i> per cent, plus a bount.\- of 
a ton. .No duty waa imposeil on 
linplale. Coal uaed in tho production 
of coke for smelting was practically 
exempted from duty by provision for 
a drawback of 99 per cent, of the 
duty paid. 

liy the spring of liMO it was agreed 
that no bounties should be rencwf!.i 
and that those on. wire rods should 
not be paid after June 30, 1911. 

la I!) II the agreement resulting 
from negotiations for reciprocity 
with the t'nitod Stales Included lh> 
admission of wire rods free of duty. 
While rods were at that time on tho 
free list, the iron and steel Interests 
nevertheless objected to the Inclusion 
of wire rods. Sucli a treaty wouM 
have made tiic increase of dutleb 
favoring this branch of the Industry 
practically Impossible. Consequently 
the iron and steel people threw their 
influence in favor of the Conserva- 
tives who oppo.sed the agreement. 

In ];nt the tariff was revised by 
ihe Conservative Government to pro- 
vide for a dutj' of $4.25 under tho 
preference, $C under the Intermediate 
tariff and $7 under the general tariff 
on rolled iron and steel and unKles, 
beams etc., weighing loss than 
lbs. per yard. 

In, 1915 the Customs Tariff ^^a\• 
Revenue Act added an extra duty of 
r> per cent ad valorem to the Brlti.ih 
Preferential Tariff and Imposed an 
extra 7^ per cent on the intermediate 
and Kenoral tariff rateR. 

This S per r.c.in extra duty was re- 
pealed In 1919 and at the same time 
a total reduction was made under the 
general tarlfti from. 27>>é per cent to 
15 per cent on a list of steel products 
used In agriculture.

netweeii the years 1890 and 190U 
there was u phenomenal growth lu 
the wire nail business and other hard- 
ware lines 111 Canada as woU as In 
the United StatcR. But In a country 
like Canada, with a comparatively 
small home consumption, manufan- 
turors soon reached the point of over- 
production, and the conHo<|uent stru,?- 
gle, besides coinpetilioii from without, 
demands a certain unity to prevent, 
price cutting and the granting of ex- 
cessive credits and discounts. 

It Is not evident Just when the eom- 
btnatlou movement began to appear 
but several asEociaflonR were In ope- 
ration as early as 1893. In January 
of that year Ihe manufacturers of Iron 
products met in Toronto for the pur- 
pose of forming associations of mak- 
ers of different iron products. Tlw 
production of these different artlcle=i 
were usually the same persons and 
the method^ of tbo various associa- 
tions were . practically uniform. Sub- 
sequent associations were formed 
from time to time up to 1905. 

Althoush it IH difficult to determine 
exactly what control was exercised 
by the associations, it appears ttial 
practically all the Important firms 
were members from time to time, and 
that varlou» measures, fines, special 
forms of 'compétition, and pooPn? 
ugrecmentR were used. The Jobber î 
were controlled by a system of spe ' I 
loyalty discounts which they could 
scarcely sacrifice. Subject to Kag- 
llsh, American and domestic competi- 
tion, and the posBlblllty of infraction 
of the agreements, prices were main- 
tained as hlKh as possible. The re- 
duction of the tariff In a number of 
articles 1896 and 1897 evidently re- 
duced prices and temporarily dlsrr- 
ganlxed the associations. They wore 
later revived, however, and remained 
more or less active until 1906. 

Ai^ a matter of fact, there has b,.i n 
little need for this old form of com- 
bination In the hardware linos sinco 
1909 when the Steel Co. of Canada was 
formed and assumed control of the 
larKer part of the output of hardware 
articles in Canada. This company 
was a comblnati'jn of llio Hamlli'iii 
Iron and Steel Co. and practicaljy a! 
the Important harilwiare producinK 
firms In Canada. 

The Hamilton Iron and Steel Co. 
was Itself a consolidation/ of ,a num- 
ber of firms. In 1899 the Hamilton 
Blast Furnace Co. and the Ontario 
Rolling Mills Co. were amalgamated 
08 the Hamilton Steel and Iron Co. 
This arrangement united a smeltln^r 
works, rolling mills and a forge works 
all auccesBtul ihstltutlptts.

The anatomical pirturv of <-nihryo-

In higher 
animals, indiridual lite begins as In 
nil other typet, in a single fertilised 
i.kU resulting from the conjunction 
of t^o strains of Kennplasm. The 
prototype of thU Ik the amoeba of 
comparative anatomy. Dut tho ceMa 
lormed by the division and endie«K 
' sub-division, instead of separating to 
i form tntegral living units, remain 
' together. For a time they are all 
' alike aa far bh ran h4> 8(y>n, but later 
•egregatc and specialiM to form tho 
^ Intricate organs which go to make up 
the body or the soma as it is called 
'•in biological languace. 

The older conceiitlon was that 
•ooner or lBl<!r ti> a similar process 
Of Kpeciallr.alion ilic scx-Klanda are 
aegregatod 'bearing a newly formed 
p rmptasffl peculiar to the individual. 

But according to Weismann, the 
original germplasm remalnn as germ-

tion does not deny this. After the 
first aeries of division undergone by 
,tb« original fertllixed ovum, the celU

nnt appears. While this is ftoing

gestation, a clump of rriis can be 
seen on either side of the embryonic 
spinal column forming a small indls» 
tinctly bounded maas and later tho 
tex-ciands appear in this region. Th-j 
WclsmannlBtIc concept Is that the.e*- 
cells are not a product of the differ- 
'<ntlatlon wUirli has commenced but 
have been present since the com- 
mencement of db'Jslon. Thus is es- 
tablished the continuity of the germ- 
plasm. This process has l>e«n actu- 
ally demonstrated ic a* few instances 
of lower orders of life, but what la 
known of the germplaem and nomatle 
development and function is consis:- 
ent with it.

All atlemptJi at improving heredity 
such aa eugenics must prove abortive. 
Improvement of environment bene- 
fits tho individual and dovolops in 
him rert.nln <'hnracteriidlrs hut these 
end with tbf individual, and th" 
futur»> KcMiTnt ion receives no direct 
benefit Ihroush tho gcrmplaani but 
tho indirect benefit ot an improved 
environment that may outlast the 
llfe-cycles of the several individual 
soinata. 

hist as the indlviduaJ's sexual 
mechanism ond Impulses are subord- 
inated to the reproduction of the 
gcrmplasm 80 is Jt with all somatic 
activity and function. 

In the lower forms of life the soma 
merely acts aa a protective husk for 
the gcrmplasm, whiob is mechanically 
guarded and nourished iby it. A sl.n- 
llar state of affairs exists In the 
higher forms, including man. Tho 
difference la merely ono of degree in 
relative also and complexity of func- 
tion. 

It follows that the function of the 
human Individual is that of a sub- 
ordinate agent made by the germ- 
plam to further its own ends, uBcd by 
it until worn out and then cost aside. 
His life is neceasarily temporary, the 
germplaam alone ibelng Itnmortal. HU 
flesh serves as a gross ^ield against 
material damage; his powers of loco- 
motion and all the minute adjiust- 
menta of his nervous system arc 
nien'ly an elaboration of this func- 
tion of protection. lUs finely wrought 
organs further his efficiency in thiii 
j respect. Even the high grade of in- 
jlclUgence which he fondly regards 
•u^ both the Insignia and instrunient 
of his biological Bupreraacy. Is second- 
ed to the needs of the gcrmplasm, 
, made and used by It to safeguard its 
own welfare. 

I Thus man sinlui from his erstwhile 
' proud position as deputy-owner of tho 
earth and the fullness thereof to one 
^of servitude unwitting but none the 
' less abject, to a little mans of proto- 
,plasmic molecules which goe.s on w.-, 
jway aa Wlndly as when It firs' 
I stirred In the slime of Euphrates or 
wherever It was that the accident or 
life first happened. But at least he 
has the satisfaction of not having to 
ueareh any more for the purpose

I Dismal though it may seem, this 
.outlook carries with it a beautiful
